Victor Herbert, who I suppose will be 
granted first place among American 
operatic composefs without any dis- 
sension, has long been known as a writ- 
er of wonderful stage music. And so 
utiful have been his light opera me!l- 
odies that reviewers from time imme- 
morial have sent up the cry, “Why does 
Herbert not do a grand opera?” 
You can't play a Victor Herbert 
score, you know, as you would play 
& page of Von Tilzer gr the meander- 
ings of one of our favorite overnight 
tunesters. You never hear Herbert's 
music unless it is voiced by an orches- 
tra of symphonic proportions. Herbert 
writes for horns, and obves, and a 
whole battery of ‘celli. His phrases 
refiect modernity as it is exemplified 
by the greatest of Hving Frenchmen 
and the twentieth century Italians. 
Herbert can't be compared with any 
one else of his sort in this country. 
Abroad, not even Franz Lehar equals 
him for rea! musicianshi 
Herbert seems to have\ written his 
real music-drama at last. It is “Nato- 
ma,” a romance of early California—in 
English, of course. The libretto is by 
Joseph D. Redding of San Francisco.

In “Natoma” some license has been | 
necessary in adapting the reality for | 
the stage production.

Loss from Conflagrations 


in This Country—Faulty Construction Greatest Cause. 


DWARD F. CROKER is 

the first chief of the New 

= York fire department who 

did not serve in the volunteer 

department, which passed into 
history in 1865. 

All his predecessors had been 
volunteers, but Croker is a pro- 
fessional fire fighter. 

He was first appointed = in 
18H, his first important post 
was that of Chief of Battalion. 
He was made deputy chief of 
the department in 1898, became 
chief a year later, and was dis- 
missed in 19902. By a unani- 
mous vote of the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court he 
was reinstated in 1904, and is 
today regarded as the first fire 
fighter in America—which 
means the first fire fighter in 
the world.

This annual sacrifice of tiremen is a 
foolish waste of admirable human ma- 
Trial. No man working side by side 
with the smoke-eaters as I have for 
years could fail to be impressed with 
the undoubted fact that fire-fighting 
has brought a distinct type into being, 
and a very admirable type, at that. 
It seems a pity that suth aplended fel- 
lows should be snuffed out every year 
in such great numbers—for the aggre- 
gate each year is great—by accidents 
which easily might be avoided. Almost 
every fire fatality is due to bad con- 
struction, or, where construction is not 
notably imperfect, to overweighted 
floors. A certain number of firemen 
must, because of the extrahazardous 
nature of their calling, be expected an- 
mnually to lose their lives, but such 
wholesale slaughter is unreasonable. 
Officers in charge at fires cannot al- 
ways tell just what condition the burn- 
ing buildings may be in, and may, and 
often do, send their men where they 
would not send them if they were thor- 
oughly informed. They cannot always 
foresee the exact moment when a wall, 
for instance, will collapse. When a 
man joins a fire department he com- 
mits an act of bravery, but his calling 
should not be more hazardous than 


necessary. 
THE PERILS OF A FIREMAN’S 
LIFE 


| 


“T’'ve sometimes thought the public 
failed to quite appreciate the perils of 
@ fireman's life. If he is injured he 
receives his wound in public service 
quite as much as any soldier does when 
hurt tn battle; if he gives his life when 
fighting fire the sacrifice is clearly 
made in the interest of his fellow-citi- 
zens. His warfare, as a matter of 
plain fact, is far more strenuous than 
any soldier's, for his battles are the 
things of every day. The fireman is 
up against the game continually. The 
soldier who enlisted for the Spanish 
War had three good days of fighting 
and then he was all through and has 
been through ever since; the man who, 
in the same year, joined the Fire De- 
partment of any city in the country 
has often had.as much, as hazardous, 
and as fatiguing fighting to be done 
each week for long months at a time. 
|The great secret of stopping fire is to 
get at it quickly and notiet it spread 
Great risks are-taken in this work 
and often lives are lost at it. Invaria- 
bly when the chief officer in charge of 
a fire places his men in dangerous po- 
sitions he informs them that they are 
in peril, that they must stay as long 
as possible, and that, in case they are 
cut off, he will tell them what, in his 
judgment, it will be best for them to 
do; but despite his watchfulness, many 
men are sacrificed. The old saying 
that you cannot go to war and not lose 
soldiers is quite as true of fire depart- 
ments as it is of armies. We cannot 
go to fires and not lose firemen. This 
has been true since the first fire de- 
partment was organized in Rome in 
1500. Existing records show that mem- 
bers of that fire department lost their 
lives while at their work, and, doubt- 
less, firemen always will, but the loss 
here in America, in 1911, is quite be- 
yond all reason. 

OUR NATIONAL CARELESSNESS. 

“It is a matter, I suppose, of the na- 
tional temperament—a detall, and a 
sorrowfully bad detail. Even children 
—children notably, indeed—are care- 
less about fire, and many fires are due 
to this same carelessness. I wonder if 
something of rea} value might not be 
done by way of éducation which would 
be of value? I am strongly of opinion 
that children should be taught at 
school about fire dangers. 

“The matter of impressing on the 
young idea the great gravity of what 
a lighted match may do should not be 
negiected. Lectures, I believe, should 
be established in the public sahools to 
deal especialiy with the magnitude of 
our fire losses, both in life and prop- 
erty, and what to do in case of fire. 
If, thus, the gravity of the fire men-

prevention should have complete au- 
thority to force people to protect them- 
selves. It would make a mighty dif- 
ference in our fire losses both of prop- 
erty and life. The general campaign 
of education which I have spoken of, 
including free public lectures, is the 
first thing; and the bureaus of pre- 
vention are the second things which I 
would recommend in planning to re- 
(form America, the land of fires, and 
jafter that would come a general move- 
|; ment toward fireproofing in construc- 
tion. I have already pointed out that 
that would be a real economy. 
REFORMED TENEMENT AND 
FLAT CONSTRUCTION. 


“In the cities of America the great- 
est fire dangers lurk in tenement-house 
cellars and stairways, where coal and 
wood bins become storage places. for 
rubbish of all sorts, from their legiti- 
mate contents to cast-off mattresses 
and baby carriages. Men who definite- 
ly set out to fix a house so that it 
would catch fire if possible, and when 
it caught fire would burn quickly and 
completely, or at least, would give fire- 
men a tough fight, could not possibly 
devise a better place to start a biaze 
which would entirely accomplish what 
they wanted than the average tene- 
ment-house cellar. This should, of 
course, be all reformed, but tenement 
and flat house cellars should be so built 
that if it should not be they still would 
be less of a menace to the structure, 
often a veritable human hive, which 
towers above them. No stairs shoul 
lead from cellars to the inside of the 
upper building. All communication 
with the cellar should be from the out- 
side. This, and the prohibition of accum- 
mulated rubbish, would prevent a 
mighty fire loss annually in the United 
States, and there are other details, 
quite as simple, which would help ma- 
terially. All pipe recesses, for example, 
should be filled in, top and bottom, 
solid, with cement. Pipe recesses are 
too often flues which carry fire from 
floor to floor. All ‘partitions in all 
cellars should be quite fireproof. In all 
cellars sprinkler systems—they are not 
expensive—should be required by law— 
you know the kind I mean, the sort 
which start to operate whenever a high 
temperature exists near to their ther- 
mostats. There are many systems of 
this sort. In flat houses the sprinkler 
systems should be uired to have a 
head upon the celling of each tenant's 
compartment, and there should be out- 
side connection with a regulation fire 
department two-ways Siamese hydrant. 
It should be compulsory that the owner 
should have a properly protected gas or 
electric light burning in the cellar at 
all times, with an automatic fuse con- 
nection back of the gas meter, if it 
be gas which is used, to shut the flow 
off if the fire comes close enough to 
make an explosion likely. So much 
for the cellar. 

PRECAUTIONS ABOVE STAIRS. 

“Now for the upper house. Lights 
should be kept burning, property pro- 
tected, on all stairways at all times of 
the night. Many fires, we find, are 
started upon stairways by people 
striking matches, late at night to light 
their way to their apartments. And 
the stairways generally should be im- 
proved. They and the halls, at least, 
should be fireproofed, even if the bal- 
ance of the structure is not. Stair 
wells often spread a fire from floor to 
floor, often stairways burn away, leav- 
ing the balance of the bullding in good 
Shape. As dangerous as stairway 
wells are dumbwaiters and elevator 
wells. They should be quite fireproof 
In every instance. In lieu of ladders up- 
on the fire escapes there should be stairs 
with hand rails, so that women and 
children can make use of them in time 
of fire peril without incurring, as they 
struggle to escape from fire, the other 
pertl of a fall. The ladders of all 
fire escapes should be placed as far 
from windows as possible, so that 
flames issuing from such events wil! not 
burn the people trying to escape. Build | 
ers sometimes are astonishingly fool- 
ish about such things. I have seen fire 
escapes so placed that their name, itn 
case of fire, became at once a mis- 
nomer. They led not from but to the 
fire on every floor. The doors leading 
to the bulkheads on the roof should

OTHER TPANGER POINTS 
The Chief, sitting at his desk, with 


whole talk the fact that bulidings 
might. be fireproof never made him 
think of the omission of the fire es- 
cape from their construction. “There 
should be no entrance to the cellar of 
a building of this character from the 
inside; ail doors through the whole 
building should open outwardly, and 
be left unlocked through school hours 
Each school building should have di- 
rect electrical connection with the fire 
department, and the pupils should be 
thoroughly instructed in fire drills. 
“More police power of a sort should 
be invested in the Five Departments 
generally. ‘They should be empowered 
to make necessary regulations, and 
require property owners to comply 
with them. I méan that they should 
be empowered to order sprinklers in, 
require that axes, extinguishers, and 
the like shall be provided at conven- 
lent places, and so on. The law, in 
many instances, orders these things 
now, but the process of compelling 
people to obey it is too slow and cum- 
bersome to makc it possible to secure 
a general compliance. The Fire Chief 
should be empowered to tell & man to 
do these things or have his building 
closed forthwith. 
“There is, so far as TIT know, no ci 
in the Union where a proper system of 
fire inspection is in vogue. Some of 
the construction inepection is all right, 
but after people have moved into the 
completed buildings they can do about 
as they please, and build bonfire heaps 
around themselves, which then lie 
merely waiting for a fool or accident 
to touch a light to them. Take New 
York City, for example. One Build- 
ing Inspector has from Fourteenth to 
Twenty-third street, and from Broad- 
way to the Hudson for his district. 
It is absurd. One man in that district 
could not even watch the alterations 
and new buildings properly, let alone 
inapecting other structures. Such fire 
inspection as I indicate is, I thorough- 
ly believe, more important to the pres- 
ervation of human life and property 
than any other form of police work 
One tenement house fire may easily 
snuff out as many lives as twenty 
murders. 
STATE FIRE INSPECTION. 
“I am a very strong believer in the 
creation In such States as do not al- 
ready have such an office of a State 
Fire Marshal, with at least a 10-year 
office tenure and a sufficiently high 
salary to make the office tempting to 
an able man. A few States, among 
them Ohio and Massachusetts, already 
have such a system. The marshals 
have full power to make investigations 
of all fires which may occur in any 
portion of the State, and are provided 
with assistants to help them to a 
thorough execution of the work. All 
fires should be investigated. There is 
more incendiarism than the public 
dreams, and where there is not 
straight incendarism there is often 
negligence so gross that it almost 
equally merits punishment. The pen- 
alties for arson, as provided by the 
laws, are generally great enough, but 
evidence is hard to get, and under the 
existing system is almost never gath- 
ered. State Fire Marshals should have 
all kinds of power, including that of 
arrest, of course.”

In addition ta the Hatters case, the 
Buck's Stove and Range ease is 
expected to come up early next year in 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the hearing on the contempt 
sentences passed on the labor union 
leaders, Samuel GoOmpers, John Mitch- 
ell and Frank Morrison. The questions 
of Injunctions and the injury done to 
manufacturers and their clients all 
over the country by a boycott alleged 
to be in restraint of trade are involved, 
and are held by the Anti-Boycott Aa- 
sociation to be of vital importance to 
its members. 

On the death of Mr. Van Cleave, the 
president of the Buck's Stove and/| 
Range Company, his successor, Mr 
Gardiner, is stated to have entered into 
some kind of settlement with the labor 
leaders; but this settlement, it will be 
argued, cannot affect the criminal 
prosecution for contempt. 

The American Anti-Boycott Asocia- 
tion is also conducting two important 
local cases against the Carpenters’ 
('nion. One of these is the Irving and 
Casson case, in which an injunction 
was obtained in 1 Federal Court 
against the strikers in the carpenters’ 
work at the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, the grievance being, as is 
alleged, that the carpenters of the Union 
bound themselves, under the penalty of 
a fine, to prevent the use of non-union 
trim. 

The other case is the Albro J. Newton 
Company case, started in the State 
Court in Brooklyn. A preliminary in- 
junction was granted in that case. 
which ts still standing. Both sides are 
now awaiting the decision of Justice 
Bilackmar on the question whether the 
injunction shall be continued.

Location and Topography. 


The City of Mexico lies, as the school geography tells 
us, between the nineteenth and twentieth degrees of 
north latitude, therefore well within the tropics, as I 
have written before, 1226 miles south of El) Paso and 
almost midway of the narrow continent between the 
Gulf of Mexico and the Pacific Ocean. But there is 
nothing of tropical feature in the city or its surround. 
ings. Why? Because the city lies more than 8000 feet 
above sea level and the whole country for miles is on 
this high plateav. To the north and west the table 
land stretches for many miles, to the east one has to 
pass Puebla, half-way to Vera Cruz, before the level 
is much lower, and southward the distance is farther 
before low levels are met. The mountains near the

The 
postmaster of the office where it was mailed sends it 
here, or destroys it if he is certain of its nature. When 
such a threat of libel is received in a sealed letter and 
sent on to the postoffice by the victim, every effort is 
made to locate and deal with the guilty one.” 

There is a bureau of identification connected with this 
section, where records are kept of arrests made by the 
postal inspectors. Recently this staff has been far 
more busy than ever before, as the new penal code, 
enacted by Congress at the last session, greatly widens 
the scope of matter prohibited in the mails. 


Foreigners Worst Offenders. 


Mrs. Georgia Lee, chief clerk to the chief inspector, 
who used to handle such cases, said: 

“The average American citizen has but slight knowl- 
edge of what is proper and what improper for mailing,” 
she said. “The department has learned to be very care 
ful in arresting presumable offenders without more defi- 
nite proof than the word of a complainant. There have 
been cases where a person having a grudge against 
another deliberately mailed a postal to himself contain- 
ing malicious language and signed with the name of his 
enemy, knowing that it would be sent to Washington 
and ‘the supposed author of it investigated. 

Another division of the corps that handles improper 
|} books and cards is the foreign registry section. Mr. R. 
lL. Baines is chief of this division, and in it are men 
capable of translating matter seized at the customs- 
house and forwarded to them to determine its eligibil- 
ity for the mails. R. L. Maddox, assistant to the su- 
perintendent of foreign mails, who has been in the gov- 
ernment service since he was 21 years old, goes abroad 
every summer to keep in touch with foreign methods. 

Mrs. E. F. Melville, who has for years handled the 
post cards sent in from abroad, declared that nothing 
mailed by Americans compares in questionableness 
with cards and — sent in from France and 
Italy. 

“They resort to overs sort of subterfuge to get them 
delivered in this country,” she explained. “They even 
cut the leaves of Bibles and insert their post cards be- 
‘tween them. Invisible ink, backwcrd writing, every- 
thing imaginable is resorted to to get them through. 
But the inspectors in New York are lynx-eyed and 
rarely does anything escape them.” ,

A postmaster who is suspicious of numerous letters 
being mailed from his office by some such concern noti- 
fies the department, and an investigation is made. But 
most often somebody who has been “done” lodges a 
complaint there against the dishonest concern, This 
gves to the chief inspector, and then on to the office of 
Mr. Goodwin, or that of Paul Keyser, senior assistant 
attorney, or Mr. Neiss, junior assistant attorney. 

More than once an apparently attractive little book, 
presumably a love story, has turned out to be a very 
clever effort to introduce some imaginative mining 
stock, or to interest readers in the fiction so that they 
will guess how the story ends—thereby winning a prize 
or losing the money they paid for the publication. 

A scheme recently pounced upon by the department 
dealt with a plan so perfectly philanthropic that the 
wonder is Uncle Sam had the heart to do as he did 
with it. A certain jewelry firm announced that it 
would enable every one to possess a $20 gold watch ai 
small cost. Eath would-be owner was to subscribe $1 
a month. From the number of “members” a number 
would be drawn at random each month, its human tally 
to receive the watch. This was faithfully done, and 
the timepieces proved to be really worth $20. But 
Uncle Sam decided that, because some one person had 
to get left at each drawing and to receive his watch 
only after having paid the full price for it, the concern 
was violating the fraud order. 


GAELIC REVIVAL.

bus fashion. The cushion fg the front seat was take 
out each night and fitted In between the two side seats 


The 
top and sides of the machine were canvas, and the lat- 
ter could be rolled up or set down. At the back end of 


each long locker was a fifteen-galion cask for gasoline: 
on the running boards on each side we carried a ten 
galion cask; as well as a tool chest and cupboard. With 
the rear tank, this enabled us to take seventy-five gal- 
lons of fuel. In addition, two fifty-fivégallon casks 
were freighted into the country by way of Vale for fu- 
ture use. 

The back end of the machine dropped down and fur- 
nished a very good standing lunch counter. We carried 
a complete camping outfit. With a small gasoline torch 
and a cooking frame, we could get a very good meal 
in the machine in case of wet weather.

MAHOGANY MILLS. 


HOW THE TREES ARE CUT, SAWLD AND PREVARED 
FOR MARKET. 

[New Orleans Times-Democrat:] The busy saws in 
the mahogany mill are going day and night at this sea- 
son of the year. There afe scusonps during which only 
day runs are made, but the strain is on just now, and 
the. machinery never stops. During the twenty-four 
hours 60,000 feet of lumber are cut in the mill. Month 
after month the ships come over, at least twenty car- 
goes a year coming to anchor beside the gunwale. — 
There is no such thing as bringing the logs in ballast. 
They compose the ship's chtire cargo. A great many 
ships are devoted to this enterprihe, and to them 
there is no other object in life but to get the logs from 
the tropical ports and bring them to New Orleans and 
unload them here and go back for more. Ten million 
feet a year of mahogany comes into New Orleans, and 
is partly manvfactured here. 

In Mexico, Honduras and Central America the con- 
tractor gives $5 for a single tree. This is cheap 
enough. But it is the expense of getting it out that 
counts, and that makes mahogany an expensive lumber. 
It stands deep in the forest in the midst of an almost 
impenetrable jungle. There are no groves of them— 
the trees are scattered, perhaps not more than two to 
an acre. it may be that there is no.water course at 
hand on which the logs can be floated to the port. The 
tree has to be located by the “hunter,” whose bus!- 
ness it is to roam through the forest in search of ma- 
hogany trees and to blaze a way to them, so that they 
may be found again. Then the workmen must cut 
their laborious way to the tree, using for the purpose 
the deadly machete, with which a number of men from 
this section made unpleasant avquaintance along in 
1898. The machete turne® into a prining hook makes 
@ very effective weapon, however, and in the course of 
time the men get to the tree.

“KINGS AND PRINCES OF THE VEGF- 
TABLE KINGDOM.” :

N all the vegetable kingdom no other family of 
plants can compare with the palms in graceful 


beauty or majestic dignity. No other class of plants Springs. Others. more remote, are found on the floor 


are so striking in appearance, for a single palm or 
group of them will arrest the attention more quickly 
than other plant life of the same dimensions.

A little clearing is made by both men and women, and 
the women then grow bananas and sweet potatoes. The 
men are always armed, and when the women go to the 
patch to attend to their crops or gather the produce, the 
/men go with them as a protection. The women, how- 


ever, do the work. |

Boll-weevil Blessing. 


NCOURAGEMENT for a continuation of cotton 
growing in California is found in the prevalence of 
the boll weevil in the old cotton-growing States. 
Alabama, for example, is going largely to corn on ac- 
count of the weevil’s invasion, or the threat of it. In 
fact, one large section of that State has formally de- 


clared that the boll weevil is a biessing in disguise, its’ 


fear resulting in the cvitivatidn of corn instead of cot- 
ton, to the great, financial advantage of the farmers. 
But California must keep her lands free from this great 
pest. 

If the future economics should develop the fact that 
food for human beings and domestic animals must be 
produced near to its points of consumption, Alabama 
will not be the only southern State to abandon cotton 
culture for that of corn. . Textile fabrics, on the other 
hand, may be profitably produced far from their points 
of consumption.

All is Matter. 


N the article on “Immortality,” published {n the Care 


of the Body on Christmas Day, brief reference was 
made to a book by William Colby Cooper, M.D., of 
Cleves, O., an aged physician with original ideas. A 


book by Br. Cooper on hygiene, entitled “Preventive 


Medicine,” was reviewed here several years ago. He 
aims to give, in this later book, the principal psychologi- 
cal arguments for and against immortality. He says 
that although he does not know immortality to be a 
fact, he feels that he knows a great many nearly in- 
contestable reasons why it should be a fact. 

In direct opposition to those who declare that there. 
is no such thing as matter, Dr. Cooper says: 

“We would better realize, right in the start, that we 
cannot get without the domain of matter. So far as we 
can possibly know, there is nothing but matter. Not— 
matter, being unthinkable, is without the range of hu- 
man thought and experience, and therefore—with ref-

erence to us—does not exist. There is only matter.” 


clares, is material. He says: 

“The bugaboo aspect of materialism vanishes in the 
realization that mind itself is material. Otherwise, it 
would not be relatable to anything more gross than it- 
self. That the mind is material, is susceptible of ready 
demonstration. Because it exists, it occupies space; it 
acts, and reacts; it varies in quantity and qual- 
ity. All of these are physical properties. Mind 
does things; i.e, it acta. Emotion, or feeling— 
a@ mental phase—not only acts, but is suscep 
tible of increase or diminution. You love Mary 
—that is action. You love Mary more than you 
love Ann; so then, love has mathematical relations. 
S4Y5 | The terms ‘more’ or ‘less’ are not possibly applicable to 
abstraction. It follows that the very highest spiritual 
experience is material, for it is an expression of con- 
sciousness; e. e. mentality. The immaterial is such, 
not because it is absolutely intangible, but because its 
physical properties are not directly evident to our 
senses.” 

As Dr. Cooper says, we must consider that matter Is 
as sacred, as mysterious and as much of God (there be- 
ing a God) as mind is, 

Here is a clever illustration of our inability to com- 
prehend the great facts of the universe: 

“Our relation to the ultra supra-physical may be lik- 
ened to that of the water grub to the atmosphere. To 
him, the little pond he is in is the universe, and from 
all the material signs available to him it is unthink- 
able that he will emerge from his humble estate, and on 
glittering wings, skim the invisible ether of an upper 
world. No dragon fly ever returned to explain the 
matter to him. Hs has been standing upon a bare as- 


as many of us construe a mergence into that master 
opprobrium (as the resenting soul would have it) 
death.” 

In the following senténces, Dr. Colby refers to an 
experience that has undoubtedly occurred to many. It 
certainly has occurred, more than once, to the editor

In an addendum to the book, Dr. Cooper touches upon 
what he calls a seventh sense. The sixth sense he de- 
scribes as that muscular quality through which we ap- 
prehend the fact of gravity. The seventh sense he de- 
scribes as “that physico-spiritual endowment through 
which we feel the necessity and certainty of continued 
existence.” This, the author declares, is the connect- 
ing link between temporal and eternal life. 

There are other good and interesting things in this 
little book, which should be read by all who are inter- 
ested in this subject—and what intelligent person is not 
interested in the subject? It is published by the au- 
thor.

N the article on immortality, published in the Care 

of the Body on Christmas Day, the editor said: 

“It is fitting that on this Resurrection Day, when a 
third of the human race celebrate the ascension from 
the grave of the Founder of the Christian religion, we 
should for a moment turn aside from the consideration 
of the care of the body to glance at the probable fate 
of the soul or spirit which this body is supposed to 
clothe, after the change that we call death.”
